Want Light Cruisers. 

While a scarcity of destroyer lead- 
ers and submarines was noted, the 
fleet's lack of twenty-five fast, power- 
ful cruisers of the 10,000 ton class was 
described as the navy’s greatest weak- 
ness. Without those cruisers, it was 
asserted, the American fleet must re- 
main impotent to defend itself prop- 
erly from enemy attack or to cope 
adequately with the vitally important 
problem of protecting commerce, han- 
dling convoys, maintaining the safety 
of the Panama canal and the Hawalian 
defenses, and affording protection for 
American ports on the Atlantic and 
Pacific. 

The committee was ‘warned that, 
other factors being equal, the fleet 
most effectually supplied with light 
forces, especially cruisers, will win the 
next sea battle between modern pow- 
ers. Both the secretary and the ad- 
miral pointed out that the United 
States now has but ten light cruisers 
and eight building, while the muni- 
mum requirements for the fleet and 
other defense meeds has been set by 
the navy general board at forty-three 
cruisers, thirty-three of which must be 
of the 10,000 ton class. 
| Program Assures Safety. 

The measure now before the house 
committee would authorize the con- 
gruction of what is referred to by the 
Ravy as the initial increment of 
a twenty year naval building and con- 
struction program which contem- 


more than $2,000,000,000. The bill spe- 
cifically would authorize the corstruc- 
tion of twenty-five 10,000 ton cruisers, 
thirty-two submarines, nine destroyer 
leaders, and five aircraft carriers. 
Describing this pregram as repre- 
senting the minimum requirements of 
the navy, Secretary Wilbur said its 
prompt adoption would result in“a 
fleet adequate for national defense and 
avoid “‘excessive peak” loads in fu- 
ture financial demands. He warned 
also that as future wars must be 
fought largely with ships completed 


at the beginning of the war, this pro- } 


gram should be begun at once. 

“The general board advises me,” 
Secretary Wilbur said, “that the pro- 
gram we have presented to you will 
create a properly constituted fleet; will 
furnish sufficient strength to insure 
the protection of the legal rights of 
our citizens under international,law, 
provide refuge in time of disorder, pro. 
tect apmmerce, preserve our ocean 
routes*for trade, and provide adequate 
national defense. 

Burden Is Reasonable. 

“The board adds that we do not 
have a such a heet at this time and 
that each postpomement of the under. 
taking of essential new construction 
increases the already pronounced ip. 
adequacy of the fleet in certain re 
spects, and extends the period.of that 
inadequacy still further into the 
future.” 

Secretary Wilbur said the program 
represents a conservative estimate of 
actual fleet needs.

The. Home State bank of Grant 
Park, Ill, successor to the old Grant 
Park bank, which figured so promt 


closed yesterday for “ examination and 
readjustment,” according to a notice 
posted on its doors. 

State bank e iners were called 
in by the officers/of the bank, arriving 
yesterday morning. The bank is said 
to be solvent, with assets and liabfli- 
ties balancing at about $75,000. The 
directorate was made up chiefly of 
farmers and the trouble is said to 
have been caused by too much farmer 
paper in the bank, without enough 
new cash deposits coming in. It is 
expected to reopen on a new basis. 

The bank was organized two years 
ago by H. E. Ehlers, the president. 
Mr. Ehlers also is cashier of the Farm- 
er State bank at Beecher. rry 
Gerdes is vice president and Norman 
Griffin, cashier. Mr. Griffin is the only 
official in this bank who was connect- 
ed with the old Grant Park bank 
owned by the late Ed Curtis and Ver- 
non Curtis. The bank was capitalized 
at $25,000. The business was carried 
on in the building of the old bank, 
which at one time, when Gov. Small 
was state treasurer, carried as much 
as $18,000,000 of state funds on its 
books.

MILWAUKEE LAND 
BANK MUST PAY 


Assessed 100% to Meet 


Washington, D. Jan. 
An assessment of $1,200,000, amount- 
ing to 160 per cent of the stock of the 
Bankers Joint Stock Land bank of 
Milwaukee, which went into receiver- 
ship last June, was levied today by 
the federal loan board upon the bgnk’s 
shareholders. 

The recetver estimated that the book 
valuation, of the institution’s loans was 
$13,507,324, and that their liquidation 
value would not be more than $12,010.- 
549. The bank failed to meet interest 
due upon some of its bonds July 1, 
1927, and the recefvership became ef- 
fective that date. 


Howard Greene, of the 
bank, recommended the action which 
the board took. Its stockholders will 
be required to pay 25 per cent of the 
assesament before March 1, but will 
be given permission to make up the 
balance by three monthly payments 
fof the same percentage, running to 
June 1. 

After valuing the assets of the bank, 
Greene announced that a deficit of 
$1,809,661 existed. He said that “ many 
loams made by this bank were based 
upon inflated land values and conse- 
quently the amounts loaned proved 
imprudent or excessive.” 

In addition, among its assets were 
tineinded a considerable number of 
loans made “upon lands that have no 
real agricultural value,” he added. 
Approximately 416 loans out of a total 
of 2,059 made by the institution are 


now in default.

Industrial Victims. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 


The American College of Surgeons, 
an International organization of 7,000 | 

members, with headquarters at 40 East 
Erie street, has Just made public a far. 
reaching program to reduce the vast | 
human wastage in the field of indus.. 
trial accidents. 

A research committee of the insti- 
tution, after two years’ work, has re- 
ported on what is wrong, and has 
asked the coOperation of the employ- ; 
ing interests and labor unions in the 
work to be undertaken, which is in 
line with the prévious great objective 
of the organization, the standardiza- 
tion of hospitals. 


9,000 Injured Daily. 

Statistics show, according te Dr. 
Frederick A. Besley, chairman of the 
newly created board on traumatic sur- 
gery of the college, that there is an 
average of approximately 9,000 men, 
women, and children injured in indus- 
try in the United States every work- 
ing day, or between two and three 
million a year, and there are about 
9,000 deaths yearly from industria] 
accidents. This does not include the 
9,000 deaths from automobile acci- 
dents every year, with the presump- 
tion of 2,000,000 injuries caused by 
automobiles yearly. 

The economic interest is shown in 
the fact that in 1925 between $40,000,- 
000 and $45,000,000 were paid out to 
doctors, nurses, and hospitals for the 
care of the injured in industry, and 
there was paid out $1,250,000,000 in 
compensation to those injured, under 
the compensation laws. 


2,105 Cases Studied. 


The official report of the research 
group presents the results of study of 
2,105 typical cases. The cover includes 
hospitals, surgeons, lawyers, insur- 
ance carriers, employers and employed. 
The results may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

That generally traumatic tnjuries 
have not been cared for by the better 
qualified in surgery. 

That a considerable amount of blame 
for this is due to past practices of |: 
insurance carriers and to a failure on 
the part of the better qualified sur- 
geons to interest themselves in this 
field of activity. 

That there is a very definite and ag- 
gressive attitude displayed by a 
number of doctors in soliciting this 
character of work by unethical adver- 
tising and other proceedures which 
do not conform to the code of ethics. 

That there is a strong tendency 
toward a commercialization of this ser- 


vice.

THE RUSSIANS ARE 
IN AGAIN. 


About the plainest prospect of Mr. Kellogg's pro- 
posal to France that the war renunciation treaty 
ehould be widened out to include ali great nations 
was that Russia would join up in a hurry. The 
soviets bad the recent Geneva disarmament con- 
ferehce on uneasy street at the first session by pro- 
posing complete abandonment of all weapons by 
all peoples at once. 

The embarrassment of the other delegations 
arose from the fact that any objection to this 
seemed inconsistent with the alleged purpose of 
the gathering. The way to disarm is to disarm, 
it would seem, until a variety of important con- 
siderations are given a thought, and then it is 
@tparent that the way to disarm is not to disarm. 
But it is hard to make the point without stutter- 
ing, and the Russians enjoyed the stuttering. 
Other notables at the peace conference did not. 

Russia has hardly an interest to be injured by 
any disarmament, war outlawry, or peace estab- 
lishment treaty which could be devised. It has, 
im the first place, a professed disinclination to be 
bound by any international agreement longer than 
it is convenient, and the simpler the methods of 
epplying force to get what may be wanted the 
more powerful Russia is. When war is highly in- 
@ustrialized Russia is at a disadvantage. In a re 
version to the days of Tartar supremacy Russia 
would be very powerful. es 

It was a safe guess that one of the early and 
enthusiastic subscribers to the renunciation of war 
would be Russia. Mr. Kellogg has never shown a 
great disposition to urge the recognition of the 
goviets and the undertaking of international agree- 
ments with them, and they think that he and the 
American government make a mistake in contin- 
wing in this attitude. It is, of course, possible to 
keep Russia out of war renunciation negotiations 
and treaties. It would be regarded as strange to 
deny a great nation the right to pledge its peace- 
able conduct. If such a pledge were accepted, it 
would then be strange to refuse to have any other 
dealings with a government which had been trusted 
to keep so tremendous a pledge as one not to make

There 
ts some reason to fear that in the conflict between 
rival opinions as to which nations provide the 
thost desirable material for American citizenship 
little attention will be paid to needless cruelties 
worked by existing laws.

Investigators for THE TRIBUNE discovered numer- 
ous violations of the traffic laws during an after- 
noon’s tour of the city. They noted principally 
the way in which some motorists disregard stop 
signs and the stop and go lights. Every driver of 
@& car can back up the report of THE TRIBUNE 
investigators with observations of his own. 
Disregarding stop signs and lights stands very 
close to the top among the major crimes of motor- 
ing. Probably a large number of violations are 
due to inadveftence on the part of the driver. 
Other cases are caused by a desire to hustle in the 
expectation of sneaking through just before the 
light turns. Still others are instances of sheer 
disregard for the law, safety, and the rights of 
others. 

There is no excuse for driving through a stop 
light or past a stop sign. Carelessness may be @ 
reason, but it is mot an excuse. And willful viola- 
tions mean only one thing, that the driver cares 
nothing for the rights of others. The !aw is a 
protection. It stands right before his eyes. In 
letters or a red light it says ‘‘Stop!” He goes 
Stop signs must be obeyed all of the time or 
they are of no use at all. People must be able to 
trust them entirely or not at all. Most people do 
trust them now, so that motorists who disregard 
them are committing an offense which should rank 
with reckless driving and receive as severe 


penalty.

Dr. Albert bases his opinion on his 
| experiences, largely in lowa, supplement- 
ed by his study of heart disease in all 
sections of the country. By rheumatism 
is meant not only the out and out at- 
tacks with inflamed joints, but also that 
minor condition frequently called grow- 
ing pains. Since mouths and tonsils are 
kept cleaner and healthier than they 
were a decade or 80 ago, we ought to 
expect some decrease in rheumatic heart 
disease shortly. 


Dr. Albert thinks one-tenth of the heart 
disease is the result of contagious dis- 
eases. Of these, scarlet fever is most im- 
portant in this connection. He expects 
the heart disease due to contagion to in- 
crease for about ten years. Contagious 
diseases are becoming milder year by 
year. This is especially true of scarlet 
fever. There are those who say that if 
the health department got records of 
every case of scarlet fever, the mildest 
as well as the severe, théy would find 
that the chance of recovery in this dis- 
ease is one hundred to one. ; 

However, though death is escaped, 
Scarlet fever and other forms of con- 
tagion are likely to leave the heart valves 
disabled and to be followed years after- 
wards by heart disease. Since more chil- 
dren are recovering from scarlet fever 
than ever before Dr. Albert says heart 
disease caused by contagion can be ex- 
pected to increase for about ten years. 
After that, a decline can be expected. 

Nearly half of all the heart disease is 
due to arterio sclerosis. But most of 
those who have heart disease of this

65 YEARS AGO TODAY 


JANUARY 12, 1863. 
CAIRO. -- By an arrival from the 
mouth of the Yazoo we have authentic 
accounts from Vicksburg. Gen. Sher- 
man’s repulse was complete. His en- 


tire. force, under Gen. McClernand, 
appointed by the President to take over 
the command, reémbarked on Saturday 
on transports, closely pursued by the 
rebels’ advance. Coming in range 
of the gunboats the rebels were driven 
back with severe loss by the guns of 
the fleet. The entire fleet and trans- 
ports with troops had reached Island 
No. 82 at last reports, and were on 
their way to Napoleon. All agree that 
the attack by Sherman on Vicksburg 
was premature. He evidently did not 
expect to meet the force he did. Our 
loss as near as could be determined 
was 600 killed, 1,500 wounded, and 
nearly 1,000 missing. The principal.

The Westfield, flagship of Capt. Ren- 
shaw, was blown up by his orders to 
prevent capture, but he and several 
others were slow in getting off the ship: 
and were killed. The rebel force was 
estimated at- about 5,000 under Gen. 
Magruder. Our loss was from 150 to 
260 killed.

THE FUNCTION OF GOVERNMENT. 
Notre Dame, Ind., Jan. 9.—In the edi- 
torial quoted from the Baptist in 
last Suwpar’s the following 
definition, of government is given: 

“It is essentially the organization of 
the community as a whole for the pro- 
motion of the common good, having the 
power of compulsion as may be neces- 
sary to that end.” 

In its main editorial THs TRIBUN® 
quotes this definition and apparently ac- 
cepts it as its own. If the above is a 


proper description of thé purposes of 
governmént, then objection to the po- 
litical activity of the churches is entirely 
unjustified. Where the government has 
a carte blanche to establish the “ com- 
mon good,” then who is better qualified 
than the churches to say what is 


fighting was done by the center under!“ good”? 


The mistake. lies in the basic misap- 
prehension of the purpose of government. 
That purpose was deliberately stated in 
the American declaration of independ- 
ence, to wit: “ We hold these truths 


to be self-evident; that all men are cre- 
ated equal; re endowed b7 
reir Creator with cert unalienable 


rights; that among these are life, lib- 
erty, and the pursuit of happiness: that, 
to secure these rights, governments are 
instituted among men.” Thus govern- 
ment in America is certainly not insti- 
tuted for the promotion of what is judged 
now and again to be the “ common good.” 
The sole purpose of government in this 
country is, or should be, to preserve the 
God-given unalienable rights of the in- 
dividual citizen, and to interfere with 
those rights only (as in the case of 
larceny, for instance) when the licentious 
exercise of thern by the individual citi- 
zen has proximately caused an injury 
to the equal right of his neighbor. 

Strictly speaking, government in Amer- 
ica has nothing to do with “ good,” either 
common or otherwise. It does not or 
should not know the terms “ goodness,” 
“ badness,” “morality,” or “ immoral- 
ity.” Its business is to keép the indi- 
vidual citizen free. The church is then 
expected to take hold of this free citi- 
zen and, without any assistance from 
the state, persuade him to be “ good.” 

The strict application of this funda- 
mentally American conception would 
make the union of church and state im- 
possible, but any compromise of the prin- 
ciple makes such a union inevitable. If 
the American 
themselves to their commission as out- 
lined by our first great American state 
paper (the declaration of independence) 
and cease to pursue the Lorelei of “ pub- 
lic morality ” and “common good,” we 
will have free citizens and free and (I 
trust) influential churches entirely sepa- 
ate and distinct from any union with 
the state. Baptists, Methodists, Cath- 
olics, et al., who really believe in the 
practical application of American prin- 
ciples of li y, and have confidence 
in their-own respective powers of un- 
aided persuasion, should lend their sup- 
port to such a condition and thus make 
the bugbear of church and state union 
impossible for ali time.

Tribune Lawyers Will 
Argue Today. 


The defense closed its final argu- 
ments yesterday in the suit brought

Attorney Howard Ellis yes 
terday began presentation of the law 
in the case, and he will be followed by 
Attorney Weymouth Kirkland, who 
will deal with the facts. 

Coffin’s Lawyer Talks, 
Last of the several defense lawyers 
to talk was Chester Cleveland, coun- 
sel for Pergy B. Coffin, through whom 
some of the realty experts’ fee§ were 
said to have passed into politica] funds. 
Mr. Coffin then was president of the 
city civil service commission. He now 
is public administrator. Attorney 
Cleveland argued that the contributing 
of $40,000 by his client to‘the Thomp- 
son-Lundin political machine’s funds 
was not inconsistent with innocence. 
THE TRIBUNE, in what is declared 
to be the longest trial in the history 
of Cook county jurisprudence, is at- 
tempting to prove that exorbitant fees 
were paid the experts, in accordance 
with a conspiracy to mulct the city 
treasury for the benefit of the Thomp- 
son-Lundin machine. 
Defendants include Mayor Thomp- 
son, George F. Harding, then city con- 
troller and now county treasurer, and 
Michael J. Faherty, president of the 
board of local improvements then, as 
well as now.

Trial Starts in 1926. 

The trial was started on March 2, 
1926. Seventy-five witnesses testified, 
but neither Harding nor Thompson 
took the stand to deny the charges 
made against them. The arguments 
were begun last May. 

During the trial two of the experts 
named defendants made restitution.

‘Chicago led the nation tn retafl trade 
improvement during December, accord- 
ing to a report made by the federal 
reserve board yesterday. Sales 
throughout the United States set a 
new high record for the month, it 
was revealed, but this district’s gain

A second encouraging view of Chi- 
cago’s business was given during the 
day by Harry A. Wheeler, president 
of the Union Trust company, in dis- 
cussing before the Chicago Association 
of Commerce at its annual meeting 


wholesale and retail distribution in the

New York Trails Chicago. 

Reports from department stores, by 
federal reserve districts, indicated 
slightly larger sales than a year ago 
in all sections of the country except 
in the Boston and Philadelphia dis- 
tricts. New York was second to Chi- 
cago in trade improvement with an 
increase of 3.8 per cent. , 

Christmas sales of the mafl ofder 
houses showed a gain of 12.1 per cent. 
The five and ten cent stores:reported 
an improvement in trade of 10.2 per 
cent. 

At the Association of Commerce 
meeting in the Hotel La Salle, where 
William R. Dawes was installed as 
president for the fifth successive year, 
Mr. Wheeler gave an optimistic in- 
terpretation of the distribution census 
which he termed one of the most con- 
structive accomplishments ever made 
by the association. 

Mystery of the Foture. 

“We have come to believe that pros- 
perity is unusual,” said Mr. Wheeler. 

“The census just completed is a 
remarkable document. More than 7,000 
wholesale houses and 41,224 retail con- 
cerns were surveyed. A total of 349,053 
persons were employed by these busi- 
nesses and $521,000.,000 was peid to 
them in wages in 1926.” 

Mr. Wheeler estimated that the buy- 
ing power of the wages paid by these 
agencies of distribution, with a con- 
servative estimate of the buying power 
of employés added, gave an annual 
buying power of $650,000,000 in Chi- 
cago.

BOARD FINDS NO 
MONOPOLY AMONG 
ELECTRIC FIRMS 


Reports on Inquiry Into 


Equipment Business. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11-—)— 
Reporting to the senate today on its 
investigation of ‘electric equipment 
manufacturing in the United States, 


the federal trade commission said it 
had found no evidence that any com- 
pany, or group of companies, had at- 
tempted a monopoly. 

Small manufacturers informed the 
commission, the report said, that while 
the large companies undoubtedly have 
the power to crush them by price 
compet'tion, this power had not been 
used in recent years. 

The commission reported, however, 


fractional horsepower motors had com- 
plained that in recent years prices had 
been reduced to levels at which they 
have been unable to compete. 

The report is the second and corm 
cluding document prepared in response 
to a senate resolution adopted at the 
second session of the Sixty-eighth co 
gress. The first volume, submitt 
last February, dealth primarily with 
the organization, control, and owner- 
ship of commercial power com panies. 

The General Electric, Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing company, 
and the Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
company, the commission said, domi- 
nated the trade in electrical equipment. 

The commission called attention to 
the wing movement of power across 
lines and the consolidatio® of 
large power units into “ superpower ” 
systems for which there is no present 
provision for federal regulation. 

The organization of holding com- 
paniéS to control this movement of 
power, the commission pointed out, 
gives the “ opportunity for unchecked 
speculative pyramiding of holding com- 


pany structures.”

BOMBAY, British India, Jan. 11.— 
(/)—The coming marriage of the for- 
mer maharajah of Indore and Miss 
Nancy Ann Miller of Seattle, Wash., 
has not met with enthusiasm among 
| the maharajah’s former subjects. Re- 
|ports from Indore say that virtually 
no one in the state favors the mar- 
riage and it is understood that when 
overtures were made in British cireles 
in behalf of the maharajah for tacit 
approval of the marriage, they met 
with no encouragement. 
Reports received from Ceylon, whére 
,the maharajah and Miss Miller now 
| are reported to be-at a hotel at Nuwara 
_Eliya in the interior, say that the
